This particular gentleman I refer to 
is an oldtimer—has watched Sex- 
smith add elevators from one to seven, 
knows first hand how much debt was | 
incurred during bad years. 

Yet he fails utterly to grasp the fact 
that during his time we lost one crop 
with hail, complete; another was 
spoiled with frost; two dry years ran 
in succession—and during all this 
time farmers had to keep going on 
credit, they had no salary or com- 
mission, 

Going no further than from here, 
we through lack of feed after two dry 
years had to dispose of thirteen head 
of cattle for a few dollars over $200, 
One of these cows alone cost $75 in 


1919. So where do we go from here? 
Three-dollar wheat in good years 
wouldn't clear us. Also, if farmers 


took his advice literally, where would 
he be? His line of goods are pur- 
chased in huge quantities by farmers 
who could produce it better and in 
a instances eight times cheaper 
than the retail price in town, 

It's a rather odd state of affairs that 
the ones who least understand the 
farmer and are most antagonistic to- 
wards him, are those who make their 
living directly from the agricultural 
wealth of the country, So please let 
us “Slouter’ our soup in peace and 
remember that anyone who is still 
farming after this slump had to do 
more actual thinking than an agent 
for a nationally advertised brand of 
goods.
